The Homicide of Saturday— The Printers’ Union. 

On Saturday atternoou an affray occurred in 
front of Wm. Dillor’s ?egar store, on Third street 
which resulted in the death of D. L. Ward at the 
hands of It. R. Lindsay. 

Lindsay was passing down Third street, and 
when opposite the doorway leading U p to the old 
Masonic Hall was accosted by Ward. A few 
words passed. Ward using very abusive epithets 

towards Lindsay, calling him a “d d ra t ” 

and finally striking liim in the face. Lindsay im- 
mediately drew a pistol and tired, the ball enter- 
ing the left breast Ward walked a few steps, 
entered the Democrat office and died in less than 
a half hour. Dr. Colescott was called and ren- 
dered whatever surgical assistance was possible. 

■ Lindsay gave himself up, and with Mr. Collins 
i and R. M. Moore, went to jail. A preliminary 
investigation of his case will come off - at the 
police court this morning. 

The deceased had repeatedly, within a few days 
past, threatened to cowhide Lindsay, and had in- 
formed several persons that he was watching for 
him. It was evident that he was, when the diffi- 
culty occurred, on the lookout for Lindsay, having 
been but a few moments before inquiring for 
him, threatening him in the presence of several 
witnesses— remarking that he could whip him, or, 
to use his own words, could “crush him in two.” 

Ward was a printer by trade, and had been for 
a few days at work in the Democrat office. He 
leaves a wife aud two children in Covington, from 
which place he came to Louisville, very recently. 
Lindsay is also a printer. His father was R. R. 
Lindsay, for many years editor of the Kentucky 
Whig, at Mt. Sterling. He has been employed for 
a >hort time as a compositor in this office, and is 
a young man of family. 

j We deeply deplore this tragical affair— resulting, 
as it has, in the death of one man and the life- 
long regrets of bis destroyer. It is but another 
evidence of how cheap life is made by the deeds 
of those who know not how to appreciate its 
worth aud who regard not the proper mode of 
employing it. Lindsay would not have killed 
Ward but for the recent events by which Ward 
and his friends drove him to a defense of his char- 
acter, bis rights, and his person. The living, 
who eucouraged the deceased to beat or cowhide 
Lindsay because he did not co-operate with the 
Printer’s Union, instead of dissuading hint from 
s.tch un outrage, are the ones upon whom the 
guilt of this tragedy mainly rests. 

Some days ago the Printers’ Union attempted to 
get up a strike in our office, with the hope of sus- 
pending the issue of the Courier, and giving the 
principals and the employees of this office as 
much trouble as possible. The strike was a fail- 
ure; and then a card appeared in the Journal and 
Democrat which trade a false issue— that of pre- 
tending that the object of the strike was to do 
away with Sunday labor, when in fact it was to 
get double price for Sabbath work. The strike 
and the card both having failed to accomplish the 
end of the Union, an illustrated hand bill, pio- 
vokingly slanderous, was isued and circulated 
against the employees of this office. Even this 
libellous document failed to create any dissextions 
between the proprietors and the employees of the 
Courier. All went on smoothly in this office while 
the quarrel raged outside. Then threats of vio- 
lence, as a last resort, began. The result is 
known, and however it is to be deplored, the com- 
munity will not fail to fix the guilt where it be- 
longs. The Louisville Typographical Union is 
the great culprit in this tragical affair. 

llud the Union attempted no interference with 
this office; had its reekless leaders attended to 
their own business, andjlct ns and ours alone; bad 
they not been guilty of falsehood aud slander and a 
mischievous combination and conspiracy them- 
selves, while they encouraged or winked at vio- 
lence in others, Ward would now he living and 
the hand* of Lindsay unstained by his blood. The 
members of the Typographical Union are liable to 
indictment as conspirators engaged in a mischiev- 
ous combination to control and effect the price 
and performance of honest labor, and we now call 
the utteution of city officials to their case. If they 
are token in hand and dealt with properly, a diffi- 
culty will be ended which has already resulted in 
death and which mac otherwise bring on results 
to be deplored by all good citizens. Honest me- 
chanics, artisans, and laborers cannot be expected 
to submit to unjust interference, vile slander, 
threatened violence, and absolnte attack, without 
defending their character, their rights, and their 
persons. And in such a defense the life of all 
concerned must of necessity be in jeopardy, es- 
pecially when a man as large and as powerful as 
Ward threatens to cowhide and then assaults a 
small, weak, and sickly man like Lindsay. 

Death of Col- John 0. Bullock. 

The telegraph had scarce made known to us the 
illness of this talented young man, when it brought 
the [intelligence that doath, the great reaper, 
had garnered him in brighter spheres. He died 
at Columbus, Ky., his recently adopted residence, 
last Friday, after a short but fatal illness. 

The voice of praise cannot penetrate the tomb 
and wake the slumberer; yet we cannot refrain 
from this tribute to the esteem and respect in which 
we have ever held the deceased. In early man- 
hood life opening upon him full of promise, a long 
career of usefulness and joy before him, he Las 
been stricken down by the remorseless enemy of 
mankind, and summoned to the world of spirits. 

“ Death tloes his work, 

In secret, and in joy intense, untold, 

As though an earthquake smacked it* mumbling lips 
O’er some thick peopled city.” 

Y'oung, generous, gifted with more than ordin- 
ary abilities, eminent in every social quality, a 
thorough scholar, a polished gentleman, and a de- 
voted friend, he was au object of singular regard 
and esteem. 

To the bereaved family of the deceased, we offer 
our sincerest condolence for the terrible affliction 
it has pleased God to visit upon them. It is hard, 
indeed, to repress the tear of affection wheu a 
loved one is sternly piacked away, even though 
it mount ou angel wisgs to Paradise. But it is the 
part of the intelligent mind, while it treasures up 
(the memory of past intercourse, to rejoice in aub- 
dued and reverent mood, that clamorous death 
s but the portal to the skies, and an eternity of 
happiness. “ There are silvered heads whose race 
of duty is less nobly run,” and the soul of him of 
whom we speak, has wended its way, let us hope, 
to Heaven. Forgetfulness to his faults! honor to 
his virtues 1 

j Col. Bullock was in his 29th year. He gradu- 
ated at Bloomington College, Indiana, in 1S47. 
In 1348 he entered the law department of the 
University of Louisville, where he graduated in 
1850. He entered upon the practice of his pro- 
fession here, and continued until 1854, when he 
became the editor aud proprietor of the Times 
In 1857 he resumed his profession here, but 
moved to Columbus, Ind., at the beginning of the 
present year. Here disease came upon him in his 
new home, in the midst of full joy and bright 
Lopes, and ended bis career. 

His remains will arrive here this morning, by 
the Jeffersonville road They will be borne from 
thence to Cave Hill Cemetery, where they will re- 
main in the vault until to-morrow ofternoon, 
when his funeral will take place.

SIXTH ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 

Decidedly the largest attendance of the season 
graced the Institute hall Saturday evening. The 
beauty of the weather and the attractiveness of 
the exhibition was sufficient to lure hundreds from 
the snugness and quiet ease of Saturday night at 
home — that most delicious time of all the week.

OBJECTS OF NATURAL HJSTOTT. 

A collection of natural history renders a corner 
of one of the galleries not the least attractive 
portion of the exhibition. A case of fossils and 
minerals, from the cabinet of Dr. Knapp, pre- 
sents a fruitful field for thought. Corals from ths 
ancient coral reef of the falls, now many thou- 
sands of years old ; minerals elaborated in the 
recondite laboratories of the globe; and huge 
stalactites, formed by the slow dripping of water 
from the roof of some cavern ; combine to carrv 
the feelings back into a former existence, dreamed 
of only by geologists. The ornithological por 
tion of Dr. Knapp’s contribution contained a 
number of well preserved specimens of birds 
common to our neighborhood, amongst which the 
family stugidie, or owls, are well represented. 
Seme fine calumets, made from the redstone quar- 
ries of the Northwest, belonging to the same gen- 
tleman, remind us of the quaint description of 
this peculiar stone in Lonfffellows’ Hiawatha. 

A case of birds, animals, etc., from the cabinet 
of S. A. Casseday, Esq., complete this portion of 
the exhibtion. Amongst products of sea and land, 
a large snowy owl stands a mute sentinel over a 
host of duck, snipe, and other aquatic birds, 
amougst which are interspersed groups of showy 
minerals, tastefully arranged, together with some 
very ingenius specimens of carving in wood. We 
are sorry that our collectors have not deposited 
more of these interesting objects, for we feel as- 
sured a full exhibition of the treasures of natural 
history, contained iu the different private cabi- 
nets in the citv, would form the most beautiful 
and instructive addition to the yearly exhibitions 
of the Mechanics’ Institute.

We trust that nsne of the many thousand 
strangers who visit our city, during this great hol- 
iday week, will neglect Tisiting the hall of the 
Mechanics Institute. Surfeited with the exciting 
display at the .State fair, they will find a source 
of nistaut relief amid the wonders and beauties 
of art and mechanism, and they will be enabled to 
form a correct idea of the capacities and capabili- 
ties of Louisville. From the busy hum of ma- 
chinery they can revert to the quiet study of pic. 
tures. Front the contemplation of the fantastic 
productions of the milliner they can find interest 
iu the ponderous products of the foundry. There 
are multitudes of new, and strange, and wonder- 
ful, and beautiful articles that cannot fail to 
amuse, and enlighten, and gratify the taste of all, 
no matter how capricous and varied. 

The Contested Election Case. 

The Board of Commissioners, composed of An- 
drew Monroe, county judge, Chas. M. Thruston, 
county clerk, and Warnick Lynn, justice of the 
peace, met on Saturday for the purpose of trying 
the case of Thomas Batman vs. Wm. K. Thomas, 
contesting the office of jailer. 

James Speed. Joshua F. Bullitt, and Isaac 
Caldwell, appeared for Batman; Hamilton Pope, 
W. T. Haggin, and Judge Pirtle, for Thomas. 

The first point raised was whether the notice of 
an intention to coutest had been served upon 
Thomas within ten days after the election, as pre- 
scribed by the Revised Statutes. Mr. Speed, as 
attorney for Batman, delivered the notice to a 
member of Mr. Thomas’ family on the 16th of 
August, Thomas being out of the citv. 

R. F. Baird testified that the certificate of elec- 
tion was presented Thomas on the 5th of August. 

Joseph Conn, deputy county court clerk, testi- 
fied that noue of the certificates were signed until 
Friday, the Cth, nt about 10^ o’clock. All the 
certificates were drawu up in blank on Thursday. 
At 6 o’clock Matlack and Clement, the examiners 
of tho poll books, told Mr. Conn that they had 
not concluded their labors, but had made the rote 
for jailer a tie. He then closed the office for the 
night and issued certificates the next day. 

The question was argued as to the time of serv- 
ing the notice by the various counsel. The court 
then adjourned until Thursday next, when, per- 
haps, a decision may be rendered. 

Disgraceful Firemen’s Riots.— Min Shot— Anoth- 
er’s Eye Torn Out— Probable Homicide. 

As the firemen’s procession (on the occasion of 
the reception of the New York visitors) was pass- 
tug Twelfth aud Fitz water streets, yesterday after- 
noon, the Washington Engine Company was at- 
tacked by a party who throw bricks and stones. 
Three shots were fired from a pistol in the hands 
of a man, who is said to have taken deliberate 
aim from behind a tree. The assailing party are 
said to have been adherents of the Franklin Hose. 

A bitter feud has existed between the two com- 
panies for some time past. 

Subsequently, the Washington was attacked, at 
Seventeenth and Chestnut streets, by an increased 
force of the same party, and driven entirely from 
the line of the parade." A man was struck on the 
head with a billy, and knocked down. Thomas 
Johnson, a young man, residing at Sixteenth and 
Lombard streets, was arrested on the charge of 
indicting the blow. He is a “runner” with the 
Franklin Hose. 

About 9 o’clock last evening a fight occurred at 
Third and Green streets, between the Indepeu-. 
dence Hose and Globe Engine Companies. Clubs 
were used, and stones were thrown about promis- 
cuously. One pistol was fired. It was loaded with 
small shot, which took effect in the faces of sev- 
eral persons. Fortunately none were seriously 
injured. A man, giving the name of Geo. Milner, 
was taken into custody, while in the act of flour- 
ishing a large club. 

About the same time, as the Frauklin Hose Co. 
was passing along Chestnut street, between 
Twelfth and Thirteenth, on their return home 
from the parade, they were attacked by a gang of 
rowdies, said to be members or adherents of 
Washington Engine. A general row was the re- 
sult. During the melee, weapons of almost every 
description were used, and several persons made 
narrow escapes with their lires. One of the “pi- 
oneer" axes was either thrown into the crowd, or 
fell accidentally, and struck Mr. Alfred Grayson. 
Fortunately he received no serious injury. Two 
pistol shots were also tired, one of which took ef-

A New Coal. 

Every one at all acquainted with the manufac- 
turing interest of St. Louis, especially those of 
iron and gas, is fully aware of the faet that these 
va.'t interests have been very materially retarded 
and crippled for the want of an abundant and 
cheap supply of the best qualities of mineral coal.

Trabue, of Kentucky; J. G. Norwood, G. C. Swal- 
low, Henry Cobb and others, were preseut at one 
or both of these trials. 

All express themselves highly pleased and en- 
tirely satisfied with the appearance of the coal 
and coke and the results of the experiments at 
the oven and foundry. They think the results as 
favorable as any produced by the Pittsburgh coai 
when subjected to the the same tests. 

Arrangements have been made to have this coal 
subjected to the severest tests iu our forge fires 
and gas-works, and the results will be given to the 
public at some future time.

— We have the 
painful duty of announcing, this morning, the 
death of Col. Joseph Metcalfe, one of the oldest 
and most widely known of the citizens of Louis- 
ville. This melancholy event occurred yesterday, 
at the residence of the deceased, on Market street. 
Col. Metcalfe had been seriously indisposed with 
a dropsical affection for many months, and since 
his return from Missouri, a few weeks ago, has 
been wholly confined to bis chamber. The de- 
ceased was born in England, but brought to this 
country by fcis parents when an infant a few 
months old. Coming to our city when but a youth, 
he has, for thirty one years, made this bis home. 
Here he first engaged in business, here married, 
and here, surrounded by all that could render 
life pleasant, spent more than a generation in the 
midst of a domestic circle, where he was the 
loved father, the affectionate husband, and the 
ever kind friend. 

In ell the relations of life. Col. Metcalfe was 
geceron®. upright, and truthful. He was a man 
of the most cordial feelings, whose friendship was 
to be cherished, for it was of the most loyal, de- 
voted, and self sacrificing character. To those he 
loved — and there are hundreds and hundreds in 
Louisville who can testify to his devotion — his 
heart gushed out with the tender and uuaflected 
simplicity of a child. But his was a brave and 
crue spirit, aud through life he bore himself with 
tharacteristic gallantry. 

In business affairs, the deceased was energetic 
aud successful, lie was for a long time the pro 
prietor of the most extensive brewery in the city, 
and had extensive establishments in New Albany 
and Memphis. Although not a parti/an, Cel. M. 
was distinguished for his thorough devotion to 
the cause of Henry Clay. Latterly he has been u 
national Democrat. Public spirited and enter- 
prising, he was thoroughly devoted to the pro 
gress and prosperity of Louisville ; and in every 
possible method— as a manufacturer, as the owner 
•f real estate, as a military officer, and other- 
wise — contributed to the honor and growth of 
our city. 

Col. Metcalfe wdl long he missed from the so-

8. As soon as notified of his turn, the horse shall be in 
place to start, and if any unnecessary delay occurs, 
the judges shall deny him the privilege of starting. 

9. The books will be on the ground, ready for entries, by 
7 o'clock. All entries must be closed by 9 o’clock.

T-i the Awdatcd Pre *~ — Accompanying this I beg 
to hand you copie* of recent communications from the 
honorary directors of the Atlantic Telegraph Company 
and myself to Mr. De Sauty, the chief electrician at 
Trinity Bay office. Mr. De Sauty’* answer will lie fur- 
nished for publication without any unnessarv delay. I 
deem It proper to slate, as the result of my Inquiries, 
concerning the dispatch of Thursday, from Trinitj Bay, 
j announcing the resumption of perfect signals through 
J the cable from \a!entia, thal the announcement was 
made through a dispatch from the superindendent of the 
land lines in Newfoundland to the agent of the Associat- 
ed Press, aud was unquestionably reported in good 
tsith.but as the information has not been confirmed yet 
by Mr. De Sauty, who alone has full knowledge of all the 
facts, I regard the statement as possibly premature. It 
Is conjectured that the shore end of the cable of Yalen- 
tia must be taken up for a distance of several miles By 
reason of bad weather or other unavoidable difficulties, 
It may occupy three or fou- weeks. The depth of wa- 
ter, within 200 miles of the Irish coast, is aboot 150 to 
400 fathoms, and it is not doubted that even 250 miles of 
the cable could be raised if deemed necessary.

Texas, end has appeared in Brownsville. Quar- 
antine has been established at Richmond, Texas. 
All persons from Houston, Galveston, aud New 
Orleans are forbiddeu entering the town under 
a penalty of $100. 

To the 16th there were 378 deaths of fever in 
Charleston, S. C. 

— On Monday night, while most of the 
family of Mr. P. E. Yeiser, of this city, were in at- 
tendance at the opera, a lady who is boarding at 
bis house, had occasion to go into the dining- 
room, in the basement. On entering the room 
she discovered one of the windows hoisted, end 
proceeded to close it. The door at which she had 
entered being open the thought of the window 
sash being up, induced her to suspect something 
wrong, and she looked behind the door. There 
stood, bolt upright, a strange, stout negro man. 
She immediately laid hold of him with one hand, 
and shouted lor assistance. Finding her hold 
giving way with one hand she dropped the candle 
ahe held in the other, and seized him with both, 
holding on until assistance came, when the bur- 
glar was secured and lodged in the lockup. A 
more heroic feat is not often performed by those 
of the sterner sex.
